City  Budget  Slashes  Will 
Cut  Services  at  Hill  Clinic

When  it  was  announced  last  month 
that  the  City  was  short  $65  million— and 
that  $25  million  of  that  was  going  to 
have  to  come  out  of  public  health  ser- 
vices—three of  the  City's  public  health 
clinics  were  facing  closure,  including 
Potrero  Hill's  Caleb  Clark  Clinic. 

A  massive  public  outcry— including 
hours  of  testimony  by  patients  from 
Potrero  and  other  clinics  and  programs- 
was  followed  by  discovery  of  what  is  be- 
ing labeled  a  fiscal  "windfall." 

The  Potrero  Clinic  will  survive  after 
all,  as  will  the  other  two  clinics.  But 
there  will  likely  be  further  cuts  in  the 
Hill  facility's  dental  services. 

And  if  two  full-time  nutritionist 
positions  at  San  Francisco  General  Hos- 
pital are  eliminated,  the  Hill  Clinic's 
Dr.  Michael  Drennan  told  The  View,  the 
Potrero  Clinic  will  probably  lose  its 
20  percent  (one  day  per  week)  nutrition- 
ist who  has  been  there  tor  decades, 
working  with  prenatal  women,  hyper- 
tensive and  overweight  patients,  AIDS 
patients  and  children. 

Staff  cuts  at  the  hospital  could  also 
result  in  staff  changes  at  the  clinic  as 
employees  with  higher  seniority  "bump" 
those  with  less  seniority. 


Although  the  Dept.  of  Public  Health 
(DPI!)  accounts  for  only  1 1  percent  of 
the  City's  budget,  Mayor  Frank  Jordan 
had  been  asking  the  DPH  to  absorb  39 
percent  of  the  shortfall. 

Initially  this  year  the  DPH  had  been 
asked  for  cuts  totalling  $35  million,  the 
department's  budget  summary  notes. 
Last  year  the  department  had  been  asked 
to  cut  $39  million.  After  Jordan  re- 
lented about  the  DPH  cutbacks,  he  was 
still  demanding  $7  million  be  slashed 
from  the  mental  health  portion  of  the 
budget,  such  as  psychiatric  services  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  which 
may  be  cut  by  1.6  million  with  1.4 
million  cut  from  community  mental 
health  clinics. 

Funds  to  reduce  the  cutbacks  from 
$25  million  to  $7  million  will  come 
from  such  sources  as  increased  parking 
fines  and  Muni  fares,  city  employee 
furloughs  and  airport  and  redevelopment 
agency  reserves. 

Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan  was  seek- 
ing support  for  an  increase  in  the  hotel 
tax  that  would  cover  the  amount  pro- 
posed to  be  cut  from  mental  health 
services.

NO  BAND-AID  REMEDIES 


Anti-Crime  Programs  Focus  on  Neighborly  Attitudes

Although  neighborhood  watch  groups 
have  been  meeting  on  the  Hill  for  sev- 
eral years,  recent  efforts  by  veterans 
of  the  program  as  well  as  recently 
organized  watch  groups  have  resulted 
in  the  development  of  several  exciting 
and  positive  community  crime  preven- 
tion programs  and  projects. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Partnership  Program, 
specifically  designed  for  the  community 
by  HiU  residents  and  SAFE  (Safety 
Awareness  tot  tveryone),  has  been 
successful  in  addressing  the  concerns 
of  the  community  regarding  crime  pre- 
vention and  in  creating  strategies  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  on  Potrero 
HUl. 

In  particular,  the  Partnership  Program 
has  enabled  existing  neighborhood 


watch  groups  to  form  a  network  and  to 
develop  a  Steering  Committee  that  will 
concentrate  on  brainstorming  and  iden- 
tifying the  goals,  purposes  and  values 
of  the  Program. 

Barbara  Lynn  and  Loretta  Chardin,  of 
SAFE,  a  non-profit  agency  that 
specializes  in  neighborhood  watch 
groups  and  community  crime  prevention 
programs,  have  been  working  with 
several  watch  group  leaders  to  encour- 
age HiU  residents  to  organize,  meet 
their  neighbors,  reduce  feelings  of 
isolation  and  begin  grappling  with  the 
concerns  of  community.  "We  are 
fortunate  to  have  a  core  group  of  hard- 
working, idealistic  people  committed 
to  neighborhood  watch  groups"*  says 
Chardin. 

Despite  their  enthusiasm  about  the 
Partnership  Program,  Lynn  and  Chardin 


strongly  urge  HiU  residents  to  think 
about  crime  prevention  in  both  short 
and  long  term  goals,  and  not  to  rely  on 
"band-aid"  remedies. 

The  short-term  goal  involves  commu- 
nity members  learning  the  "nuts  and 
bt  lts  of  personal  and  home  safety,  and 
in  the  development  of  a  neighborly 
'watch  out  for  one  another'  attitude. 
The  long  term  goal  of  strengthening 
the  community  and  improving  the  social 
and  economic  conditions  on  the  Hill 
requires  hard  work,  compassion,  and  a 
sense  of  community  spirit.  "It's  im- 
portant for  everyone  to  realize  that 
we  are  aU  one  group,  one  community, 
and  that  we  are  not  involved  in  an  'us' 
against  'them'  situation,"  says  Lynn. 

"We'd  like  to  get  more  merchants  to 
support  and  get  involved  in  the  partner- 
ship Program",  says  Jim  Harris,  a  mem- 


ber of  the  Steering  Committee  who  is 
also  involved  in  the  Partnership's 
efforts  to  establish  regular  tree  plant- 
ings on  the  HiU, 

In  addition  to  his  work  on  expanding 
the  Steering  Committee  to  include 
Potrero  HiU  merchants  and  members 
of  the  Potrero  Boosters,  Harris  has 
received  positive  feedback  from  the 
community  about  the  tree  planting 
beautification  project.  In  fact,  Harris 
has  been  notified  that  several  students 
from  Potrero  HiU  Middle  School  are 
eager  to  participate  in  the  project  and 
look  forward  to  planting  trees  after  the 
Partnership  Program  has  received  the 
green  light  from  the  City. 

Harris  also  provides  another  impor- 
tant "safety  tip"  for  community  resi- 
dents working  to  reduce  sidewalk

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A  Six-Month  Ordeal 

Editor: 

Regarding  your  local  crime  article  in 
the  September  View,  it  seemed  to  me 
that  you  were  a  little  soft  on  the  amount 
of  crime  that  is  occurring  on  the  Hill 
tliese  days. 

I  have  lived  in  San  Francisco  all  my 
life,  but  only  got  around  to  moving  to 
24th  and  Rhode  Island  last  December  21. 
The  place  I  rented  does  not  have  a  garage. 
On  December  24,  my  car  was  stolen  —  a 
five  year  old  Buick  Regal.  It  was  found 
about  a  week  later  in  the  Potrero  Hill 
Projects.  Not  long  after  that  my  neigh- 
bor's VW  Rabbitt  was  stolen  and  found, 
and  her  friend  who  lives  at  25th  and 
Rhode  Island  also  had  her  car  stolen.  On 
my  March  16  birthday,  my  car  was  stolen 
again,  this  time  not  found  for  two  weeks 
—  beyond  recognition  almost  in  the 
Sunnydale  Projects. 

Tliis  Hill  has  cost  me  a  fortune!!  Since 
then,  I  have  seen  the  girl  next  door  out 
sweeping  up  glass  two  Fridays  in  a  row 
from  where  her  car  had  been  broken  into; 
my  downstairs  neighbor  had  his  truck 
broken  into  about  the  same  time;  and  a 
cab  driver  from  across  Rhode  Island  had 
his  car  stolen. 

When  you  reaiize  llial  all  this  happened 
in  the  first  six  montlis  of  my  living  on 
Potrero  Hill,  you  can  understand  why  I 
object  to  your  reference  to  "several  inci- 
dents." 

The  Police  should  somehow  be  forced 
to  do  more  patrolling,  instead  of  settling 
squabbles  in  Hunters  Point,  which  is  what 
they  tell  me  takes  up  their  time.  Or  we 
should  figure  out  some  way  to  hire  private 
guards  to  patrol  nightly  —  certainly  the 
cost  split  among  everybody  on  the  Hill 
would  be  minimal,  even  if  it  were  only 
split  among  those  who  wished  to  partici- 
pate.

BETHLEHEM  SHIPYARD  CLOSURE  THREATENED: 

Page  One  news  in  October.  1982,  was  a  controversial  transfer  of  ownership  of  the 
Bethlehem  Steel  Shipyard  to  the  East  Bay's  Todd  Shipyard  Corp..  with  the  subsequent 
loss  of  500  -  600  jobs  to  local  workers.  Involved  in  the  controversy  were  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Port  Commission,  with  the  former  accusing  the  latter  of  exceeding 
its  authority  in  okaying  the  deal.  One  big  issue  in  the  controversy  was  the  conflicting 
terms  of  the  union  contracts  of  both  shipyard  companies,  with  Todd  workers  being 
given  seniority  rights  that  would  give  them  preference  for  any  work  at  Bethlehem. 
Bethlehem  workers,  m  the  meantime,  were  picketing  the  20th  and  Illinois  Streets  yard 
site  and  calling  for  support. 

LAWSUIT  HITS  HILL  HOUSING  PROGRAM:  A  long-simmering  dispute  between  the 
Potrero  Hill  Community  Development  Corporation  (PHCDC)  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  (OCD)  boiled  over  and  city  officials  filed  a  civil  suit  in  Sup- 
erior Court  against  PHCDC.  The  suit  alleged  breach  of  contract,  fraud  and  conspiracy 
in  PHCDC's  handling  of  government  housing  funds.  During  the  litigation  proceedings 
no  housing  rehabilitation  funds  would  be  available  to  Potrero  Hill  residents.  PHCDC 
Director  Jim  Queen  had  denied  the  group  was  guilty  of  "any  illegal  action." 

BOXER,  BURTON  ARE  ENDORSED:   Editorial  support  for  the  candidacies  of  Barb- 
ara Boxer  and  Phil  Burton  appeared  on  Page  2.  Boxer  was  seeking  her  first  term  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  while  veteran  legislator  Burton  was  seeking  reelection.  The 
View  dcrried  the  channeling  of  funds  that  could  help  "the  jobless  and  increasingly  dis- 
enfranchised" in  an  "ever-swelling  arms  budget."  It  called  for  more  voices  in  Congress 
"to  help  turn  our  priorities  around." 

CITY  LEVELS  GARDEN-TO  PLANT  GARDEN: 

As  several  frustrated  gardeners  watched  in  silence  on  the  morning  of  Sept.  24,  a  bull- 
dozer unceremoniously  destroyed  the  controversial  community  garden  adjacent  to  The 
Farm,  the  rural  education  center  at  Army  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue.  The  event  was 
the  culmination  of  a  long  and  often-bitter  dispute  between  the  City,  on  whose  land  the 
garden  sat,  and  the  gardeners  who  felt  they  were  reflecting  the  community's  needs  and 
desires.  The  City's  view  was  that  the  new  garden  slated  for  the  site  would  be  more 
accessible  to  more  people. 

END  IN  SIGHT  FOR  EYESORE? 

The  on-going  and  seemingly  never-ending  controversy  over  the  burned  out  structure  at 
Carolina  Street  and  Southern  Heights  continued.  With  neighbors  complaining  that  the 
eyesore  remains  unchanged  since  the  fire  five  years  before,  owners  of  the  site  agreed 
to  submit  plans  and  apply  for  permits  to  begin  reconstruction.  (Note:  It  is  now  15 
years  since  the  fire  and  the  new  structure  remains  unfinished.) 

THIS  AND  THAT: 

Enola  D.Maxwell  was  honored  at  a  celebration  marking  her  10th  year  as  Executive  Dir- 
ector of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  She  was  presented  with  a  resolution 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  ...  A  portable  8'  by  16'  mural  was  to  be  installed  at 
Jackson  Park  to  sit  there  for  about  a  year.  Plans  were  to  have  the  fantasy  landscape 
move  from  site  to  site  around  the  City.  ...  A  free  film  series  at  the  Nabe  had  the 
following  slated  for  October:  "Cat  Ballou."  "Chato's  Land,"  "On  the  Waterfront"  and 
"Lawrence  of  Arabia"  .  .  .  "In  the  Matter  of  J.  Robert  Oppenheimer"  with  Richard 
Reineccius  in  the  title  role  was  the  drama  featured  at  the  Nabe's  Julian  Theater  .  .  . 
And  an  item  in  Quickview  noted  that  "CalTrans  has  been  performing  routine  earth- 
quake prevention  work  "on  portions  of  1-280.  (Didn't  work,  did  it?)

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Maxwell  Race  for  Board 
Seat  Focuses  on  Diversity

Enola  D.  Maxwell  has  worked  with 
several  generations  of  children  through 
her  work  as  Director,  Tutor  and 
Counselor  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  over  several  decades. 
And  it  is  this  that  has  led  her  to  be- 
come a  candidate  for  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Amid  the  buzz  of  her  headquarters 
on  Vermont  Street,  Maxwell  is  graceful 
and  soft-spoken.  People  step  around 
each  other  to  get  to  telephones,  or  to 
hand  out  signs  and  buttons  to  inter- 
ested passers-by.  She  speaks  slowly, 
lingering  on  a  thought  as  she  searches 
for  the  right  word  or  facial  expression 
to  convey  the  acutely  urgent  predica- 
ment of  our  schools,  of  our  children, 
and  of  our  teachers. 

Maxwell  is  horrified  by  what  she 
considers  the  lack  of  attention  that  has 
been  paid  to  the  cultural  diversity  of 
the  American  student  population. 

She  cites  busing  as  an  example  that 
she  calls  an  unfortunate  blunder  that 
forces  students  together  on  a  super- 
ficial premise— students  who  know 
nothing  about  each  others'  cultures,  and 
very  little  about  each  others'  home 
lives.  As  a  result  of  this  forced  prox- 
imity, students  have  retreated  further 
from  each  other,  causing  hostility  and 
virtual  warfare,  rather  than  under- 
standing and  integration,  she  stresses. 


One  intriguing  solution  suggested  by 
Maxwell  is  the  development  of  a  pro- 
gram that  would  bring  teachers  from 
all  over  the  world  into  our  classrooms, 
possibly  on  an  extensive  "teacher  ex- 
change" basis.  Our  own  teachers 
could  be  learning  about  the  rest  of  the 
world,  while  teachers  from  Vietnam, 
Africa,  the  Middle  East  and  Nicaragua 
would  be  part  of  our  system  on  a  con- 
stant basis,  and  over  a  substantial 
period  of  time. 

These  teachers  would  represent  every 
aspect  of  our  student  body,  giving  them 
an  opportunity  to  learn  about  the 
world,  about  themselves,  and,  most 
important,  about  each  other. 

Another  solution  she  offers— this  one 
perhaps  more  easily  attainable,  and 
more  urgently  needed— is  to  reach  out 
to  mothers  and  fathers  who  are  out  of 
work,  and  have  them  come  into  our 
classrooms  as  paid  Aides.  Such  a 
solution  would  certainly  bring  parents 
closer  to  their  children  and  to  the 
educational  arena  that  undoubtedly 
threatens  many  a  parent.  And  the 
unique  history  that  each  parent  could 
bring  into  the  classroom  would  surelv 
help  parents  and  their  students  to 
better  understand  each  other. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  issues 
of  which  Maxwell  passionately  speaks. 
She  leans  forward  eagerly  when  she 
says  she  wants  to  see  the  plight  of 
teachers  brought  to  the  forefront  of 
the  City's  consciousness.  The  work- 
place, for  teachers,  is  unsafe,  and  no 
one  is  talking  about  it,  she  emphcisizes. 

"To  be  a  teacher  has  become,  quite 
often,  a  dangerous  profession;  and  we 
continue  to  give  teachers  small 
salaries,  and  even  smaller  budgets", 
Maxwell  says.  "Tell  me",  she  asks 
with  intensity,  "how  can  we  possibly 
expect  our  children  to  value  education 
when  we  are  showing  so  little  respect 
for  it  ourselves?"

robberies  and  outo  break-ins.  "Leave 
your  porch  light  on  at  night.  This 
provides  light  for  sidewalks  and  dis- 
courages crime." 

Another  Partnership  priority  is  let- 
ting Hill  residents  know  what  police 
dispatch  telephone  numbers  to  use  when 
they  are  either  victims  or  witnesses  to 
a  crime.  "The  Community  Police 
Officers  on  Patrol  (C  POP)  553-01 23  ", 
Officer  Terrye  Ivy  of  Potrero  Station, 
advises,  "is  a  non-emergency  number. 
It  should  not  be  called  for  emer- 
gencies." 

So,  what  is  a  non-emei^ency?  Ivy 

Petitions  Call  For 
More  Hill  Police 

Hundreds  of  Potrero  Hill  residents  are 
signing  petitions  at  various  neighborhood 
stores  urging  "a  greater  police  presence 
on  Potrero  Hill." 

The  petition  calls  for  "more  officers 
and  patrols  during  both  the  day  and  at 
night.  "  Signers  are  also  calling  upon 
the  Police  Dept.  to  "form  a  task  force 
to  capture  the  individuals  responsible 
for  this  latest  crime  wave. 

"During  the  last  year,  vandalism,  car 
break-ins  and  theft  have  become  a 
common  occurrence,"  the  petition 
charges,  also  pointing  out  "the  increase 
in  the  number  of  strong-armed  robberies 
and  shootings  of  our  citizens." 

The  petition  is  sponsored  by  the  Po- 
trero Boosters  and  Merchants  Assn., 
Dr.  Video,  Klein's  Delicatessen, 
Michael  Gary  &  Co.,  Potrero  Mail  and 
More,  New  Potrero  Market,  Studio  Hair

gave  several  examples  when  a  Hill 
resident  should  call  553-0123 
"Ongoing  neighborhood  disputes,  such 
as  two  neighbors  arguing  about  gar- 
bage left  in  front  of  someone's 
house,  or  complaints  about  exceedingly 
loud  music,  whether  it  happens  during 
the  day  or  night,  and,  if  you  come 
home  from  vacation  and  walk  into  your 
house  and  see  that  it's  been  burglarized, 
then  you  call  the  CPOP  553-0123  num- 
ber", she  noted. 

Another  example  is  when  your  car 
has  been  broken  into,  then  you  call  the 
non-emergency  number.  "Also,  if  you 
notice  someone  tianging  around  your 
home,  creating  a  nuisance,"  says  Ivy. 


Response  time  for  553-0123  calls, 
according  to  the  officer,  is  45  minutes. 

Officer  Ivy  urges  Hill  residents  to 
call  91 1  ,  the  emergency  dispatch 
number,  "only  for  crimes  of  a  serious 
nature."  The  911   number  is  "A" 
priority,  the  highest  priority  given  to 
police  dispatch  calls,  and  has  a 
response  time  of  three  minutes.  "You 
call  911  when  you  know  something  is 
taking  place,  like  someone  breaking 
into  your  house." 

Confusion  about  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  telephone  numbers  and 
the  delays  in  the  553-0123  and  911 
number  systems  have  been  a  concern 
of  ROSES  (Residents  of  the 


Southeast  Sector),  a  watch  group 
that  meets  the  first  Thursday  of 
every  month  at  7  p.m.  at  the  Esprit 
building,  800  Minnesota  Street. 
Officer  Ivy  has  attended  ROSES  meet- 
ings and  is  available  to  answer  any 
questions  about  the  system,  and,  if 
necessary,  to  attend  and  give  safety 
presentations  at  neighborhood  meet- 
ings. Ivy  can  be  reached  at  553-0123.
